Bat the reasoning of the author proceeds as 
follows:—** The knowledge which we have of 
our own nature is very imperfect; much more 
imperfect must be our knowledge of him of 
whom it is said, no man knoweth the Son but 
the Father.” 

Would not this reasoning prove also that we 


are not bound to preach ot the Father. Sup-

At the time our last week’s notice of this calamity 
was written, it was impossible to determine exactly

CAPTURE OF PIRATES. 

We have seen a letter from an Officer belonging to 
the United States Schooner Grampus, dated St. Thom- 
as, 12th March, which gives the particulars of the cap- 
ture of a piratical sloop, in a large harbor on the south 
side of Porto Rico, called Boco del Ferna.

There were sup- 
posed to be sixteen men on board the pirate, two were 
found killed, and five or six badly wounded; among 
the latter is the famous chief of the pirates, Capriene, 
who is quite a Black Beard among the pirates, and the 
terror of the whole coast. The piratical sloop was 
got off by the Grampus, and carried into St. Thomas, 
where she belongs, having been taken by the pirates 
about three weeks before. She was armed with one
